| stories are received here regarding the 


Grand Duke Sergius, brother of the 
Czar. who last spring was appointed 
governor of Moscow. At the beginning 
of the present month it was said that 
the Grand Duke was making himself 
very unpopular by his efforts to suppress 
fraudulent practices growing out of the 
corruption for which the Russian of- 
ficial world is notorious. The fact that 
he had interfered with the stealing of 
the famine money caused him to be 
very unpopular with a certain wealthy 
and influential class who are doing 
their utmost to secure his removal from 
office. Advices received today state 
that the Czar suspects his brother of 
‘nursing ambitious designs,’’ though 
the nature of the designs.in a country 
where all sociai and political honors 
emanate from the Czar is not stated. 
It is added thatthe Czar has been so 


‘impressed by the array of evidence 


presented .to him against the Grand 
Duke that it is his intention to send him 
into exile. 

The wife of the Grand Duke is the 
daughter of the Grand Duke Louis of 
Hesse, anda granddaughter of Queen 
Victoria. She recently abandoned the 
religious faith in which she was trained 
and in April last formally joined the 
Greek Church. It is charged in some 
quarters that the conversion of the 
Grand Duchess was not the result of a 
free change in her religious belief, but 
was due to mordl suasion of a very 
brutal kind. This statement was semi- 
officially denied at the time, but the fact 
remains that she at one time was so 
disgusted with her husband that she 
was with difficulty restrained from 
leaving him. Itissaid that the Czar 
interposed his good offices to prevent 
the scandal that would have followed a 
separation. 


FRANCE AND THE POPE. 
The Pontiff Taking a Course Which is Re- 
garded as a Deflance. 

Rome, Dec. 26.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Diritio today says 
that it is the intention of the 
Pope to confer the grand order 
of the Cross of Christ upon the Arch- 
bishop of Aix as a token of the 
sympathy of His Holiness with the 


Archbishop in the latter’s recent con-

Soulani ina diocesan letter which he 
addressed to all Catholics in France. 
In the l*tter the Archbishop defends 
the right of members of the episcopate 
to join in pilgrimages to Rome. Ac- 
cording to this prelate, the Archbishop 
of Aix, When he wrote as he did, was 
not prompted by a wish to fight but was 
simply overcome by disgust. one 

According to Figaro the Conserva- 
tives of Brest have chosen the Arch- 
bishop of Aix, who was recently fined 
for seditious conduct, to contest the 
seat in the Chamber just left vacant by 
the death of Bishop Yreppel.

Fire in an Insane Asylum in 
Michigan.

Amid the Roaring Flames. 


The Work of Rescue Accomplished 
with Great Difficulty. 


Some of the Patients Helieved to Have 
. Perished tn the Flames— Many of 
the Attendants Badly 
Burned. 
8y Teleqranon to The Times. 

Postiac (Mich.,) Dec. 26.—|By the 
Associated Press.| Fire was discovered 
in the north wing of the Eastern Mich- 
igan Insane Asylum at 11 o'clock this 
morning. The flames spread with 
fearful rapidity, and with the limited, 
facilities at hand the firemen were 
powerless. Fifteen minutes after the 
first alarm was sounded the occupants 
ofthe wing, 500 women, were turned 
loose. Screaming frantically with ter-, 
ror, the maniacs surged through the 
corridors, where the air was already 
filled with smoke. Flames were visible 
through it all, andthe sight filled the 
demented creatures with terror. Some 
ran like wild animals, trampling their 
slower companions in their mad efforts 
toescape. Others were paralyzed with 
fear. and stood rooted to the spot with 
eves staring horribly into the roaring 
fire. The attendants performed deeds 
of heroism in their endeavors.to rescue 
the helpless. Rushing hither and 
thither. dragging hesitating ones from 
the rooms, they drove the insane 
women into the open air. When some 
were once upon the outside they would 
break and run for the building again. 

Superintendent Burr and his assist- 
ants on the medical staff gave direc- 
tions for the removal of the inmates. 
By their excellent and valiant labors, 
all, it is believed. were rescued alive. 
Nevertheless, some say that several 
women were seen at the windows after 
every patient was supposed to be out. 
They had torn every vestige of clothing 
from their persons and were langhing 
ina hideous manner at the approach of 
the flames. 

By 11:30 the entire north wing was 
wrapped in flames. The attendants 
had done allin their power, and noth- 
ing was left but to try to save the rest 
of the asylum from the flames. Specta- 
tors declare that they heard shrieks of 
anguish from the awful pyre, as of de- 
mented victims vielding their lives to 
the flames, but in the confusion it was 
impossible to distinguish the screams 
of the frightened maniacs without from 
the expiring outcries of victims within, 
if any there were.

Unknown to them the fire sur- 
rounded thé spot at which the men 
were working. and only when they 
found every avenue of escape except 
one,asmall window, closed, did they 
think of theirsafety. When the flames 
were nearing them a long ladder was 
secured and the men rescued. just as 
they were on the point of falling Wack 
into the raging furnace. A number of 
other narrow escapes occurred, and 
but few of the attendants escaped with- 
out severe burns or other injuries. 

It is dificult to obtain accurate fig- 
ures as to the loss. One of the board of 
trustees of the asylum estimates it at 
not less than $500,000.

Cross-examination of Mrs. Barnaby’s 
Alleged Murderer. 


He Denies Much and Fails to Remembet 
More—A Missing Account Book— 
His Talks with Newspa- 
per Reporters.

Denver (Colo.,) Dec. 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] In the Graves triak- 
this morning Stevens announced, after |; 
an examination of a letter offered 
by the defense, that the prosecution 
withdrew all objections to its being ad- 
mitted in evidence.

THE WIN TER RACES. 


The Second Day-of the Holiday 
Meeting 
The Programm? Mad> Up of Three 
Exeiting Events. 


John Treat Captures the Mile and a 
Quarter Dash.

The Hollenbeck Hotel Stake Won by Jim 
Duffy, Beating the Speedy Acclaim 
—The Third Race Won by 


Oregon Vclipse. 


The attendance at Agricultural Park 
yesterday afternoon was somewhat dis- 
couraging to the management of the 
holiday race Meeting, not more than 
half the number of those present on the 
opening day returning, in spite of the 
bright and bracing weather. and the 
promise of an exciting day's sport. It 
is asomewhat difficult matter to ac- 
count for this, as itis seldom that so 
good a class of horses as those at pres- 
ent quartered at the park is seen here; 
and certain itis that never has there 
been less ‘“‘jockeying’’ done. Of course 
the chilliness of the atmosphere was an 
exctise for those who usually turn out on 
wheels; but even this would not or- 
dinarily, or: did not in the past, 
retard that tegion of race-goers, gen- 
erally known a8 ‘‘sports,’’ andit must be 
conceded that they were noticeably ab- 
sent yesterdays However, be the cause 
of their absense what it may, those who 
failed to turn out mijssed some good 
racing, and the management deserve 
better support. The talent again had 
the best of it, two of the three events 
being carried off by the favorites; but 
the victory of Jim Duffy over the speedy 
Acclaim in the &8econd race was a terri- 
ble blow to the knowing ones, who laid 
6 tol onthe little marein the belief 
that she was invincible. 

As on the preceding day, it was after 
2 o’clock before the horses turned out 
forthe first event, but as there were 
only three races om the card, and there 
were no very tedious waits between 
them; the crowd was dismissed at a tol- 
erably early hour, well pleased with its 

FIRST RACE. 

When the saddling bell rung at 2:15 
o’clock for the first event, a mile and a 
quarter for all ages, five competitors 
appeared in the arena, John Treat. Idaho 
Chief, King George, Request and Ben 
H. The first mamed horse was at once 
constituted a hot favorite in the pools 
at the odds of 5 to 1 against the field, 
while in the betting ring a pile of money 
was laid on him at 10 to 7. The fact 
that he carried two pounds overweight, 
and therefore conceded sixteen pounds 
to the colt King George, caused some 
ot the knowing ones to back the latter, 
who carried the bulk of the place money. 
but the veteran sustained his reputa- 
tion with considerable. ease. 

The quintette was at the post for 
fully twenty minutes before Starter 
Smith gave the word to as pretty a 
start as can Well be imagined, all five 
being bunched and moving together.

The second event, the Hollenbeck 


'Hatel stakes, nine-sixteenths of a mile, 


brought out four ‘‘sprinters,’’ Jim Duffy, 
Acclaim, Hercules and Ida Glenn. The 
second-named filly was a red-hot favor- 
ite on account of her sensational per- 
formance of the preceding day, and 
odds of 6 to 1 were freely laid on her 
by the talent, but the investment 
proved a disastrous one, as Jim Duffy. 
against whom 8 to 1 was offered and 
went begging at that, snatched the 
race from her, Sullivan, who got the 
worst of the start, being over-confi- 
dent. 

The quartette skirmished at the post 
for twenty-five minutes betore the flag 
fell, when Jim Duffy and Ida Glenn 
were in the lead. Hereules and Acclaim 
getting off alittietooleisurely. Round- 
ing the turn Jim Duffy had a clear lead 
of a length from Ida Glenn, wno was 
struggling despe tn deta to shake off the 
favorite. At the head of the stretch 
Ida Glenn fell back beaten, and the 
favorite came with a rush under the 
whip, but was never able to get on 
even terms with the gray, who ran 
handily by half a ae in the fast 
time of 55 seconds, Ida Glenn finished 
last. 

THIRD RACE. 

Another quartette faced the starter 
for the last event on the programme, a 
seven-furlong race for all ages, at 
welter weights. They were Hinda 
Dwyer, Rube, Oregon Eclipse and 
Bridal Girl. The third-named horse, in 
spite of his -¢rushing impost, 151 
pounds, was much sought after inthe 
betting ring at odds of 7 to 10, and the 
confidence reposed in him was not be- 
trayed, as he carried off the palm of 
victory with considerable ease, and 
somewhat restored the good nature of 
those who had plunged (and lost) on 
Acclaim tor the second race. 

After a-slight delay at the post Starter 
Smith sent the horses ‘away “well to- 
gether, but the favorite at once shot to 
the front with Hinda Dwyer, Bridal 
Girl and Rube close’ tip in the order 
named. Going down the backstretch, 
the Rose filly took the lead, but only tor 
a short distance, as at the half-mile post 
the faworite was again to the front.

THE COURTS. 


Verdict of the Jury in the Ward- 
Compton Land Case. 


Judgment for the Plaintiff in the Full 
Amount Asked for—Minor Civil 
Cases Disposed of—Ad- 
judged Insane, 


The jury in the case of Ward vs. 
Compton, which has been on trial be- 
fore Judge Smith for several days past, 
yesterday returned a verdict for the 
plaintiff for the full amount asked, 
#4000. This is the case, it will be re- 
membered, wheré the Comptons ex 
changed some land near Anaheim fora 
house and lot. belonging to Mrs. Ward, 
on Angeleno Heights, representing that 
the land was suitable for fruit growing 
and only slightly encumbered, when, as 
a matter of fact, it was heavily mort- 
gaged and a part of it was in the 
‘twash’’ of the Santa Ana River and 
practically valueless, On learning that 
she had been the victim of sharp prac- 
tice, Mrs. Ward brought suit to have 
the exchange set aside, or, if this could 
not be done, to recover the value of her 
property, 84000, 

The case was given to the jury at 
10:20.a.m., and at 12:50 p.m. they re- 
turned with the verdict as above stated. 

Justice Stanton was occupied yester- 
day afternoon with the preliminary 
hearing of F. H. Barclay, on a charge 
of obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses. It is alleged that Barclay. took 
the complaining witness, Jesse Wood-

DR. HOLMES TO MR. WHITTIER. 


A Tender Birthday | Letter Dwelling Upon 
the Story of the Long Time Past. 

The following is the letter which Oli- 
ver Wendel! Holmes has sent to John 
G. Whittier congratalating him on the 
84th anniversary of his birth: 

“My Dear Whittier:—I congratulate you 
on having climbed another glacier and 


crossed another crevasse in your ascent of 


the white summit which already begins to 
see the morning twilight of the coming cen- 
tury. A life s0 well Ulled as yours 
has been cannot be too long for 
your fellow men and women. In their 
affections you are secure, whether. you 
are with them here or near them in some 
higher life than theirs. I hope your years 
fave not become a burden, so that you are 
tired of living. Atour age we must live 
chiefly in the past. Happy is he who has a 
past like youcs to look upon. It is one of 
the felicitous incidents—I will not say acci- 
dents—of my life that the lapse of time has 
brought us very near together, so that I 
frequently find myself honored by seeing 
my namee mentioned in-near connection 
with you now. We are lonely, very lonely, 
in these last years. The image which I 
have used before this in writing to you re- 
curs once more to my thoughts: 
We were on deck together as we began 
the voyage of life two generations ago. 
The life of awhole generation passed and 
found usin the cabin with a goodly com- 
pany of coevals. Then the craft which held 
us begau going to pieces, until a few of us 
were left on the raft. pieced together of its 
fragments. And nowthe raft has at last 
parted, and you and I are left clinging to 
the solitary spar, which is all that still re- 
mains afloat of the sunken vessel.

stones in Mr. Griswold’s cemetery entitied

Grading Comb Honey. 

We read in the American Bee Journal 
that the Northwestern Bee-keepers’ 
Association, after considerable discus- 
sion of the points involved, adopted the 
following scale for grading comb-honey: 

First grade—All sections to be well 
filled: combs straight. of even thickness. 
apd firmly attaehed to all four sidgs: 
both*wood and’ comb to be unsoiled by 
travel-stain or otherwise; all the cells 
sealed, and the honey of uniform color. 

Second grade—All sections well filled, 
but with combs uneven or crooked, de- 
tached at the bottom, or with but few 
cells unsealed: both wood and comb un- 
soiled by travel-stain or otherwise, an‘ 
the honey of uniform color. 

Third grade—Sections with wood or 
comb, or both, travel-stained or other- 
wise much soiled, and such as are less 
than three-fourths filled with honey; 
whether sealed or unsealed, and crates 
containing two or more colors. 

This scale for grading will be sub- 
mitted for the consideration of the 
North American Bee-keepers’ Associa- 
tion, atthe meeting to be held at Al- 
bany. N. Y. 

Honey made in one- pound sections 
commands a higher price than that 
stored in larger boxes. The one-pound 
section is gradually coming to the front 
with the California apiarists. 

If you want to remove queens ina 
hurry. look for them between the hours 
of 9 and 11 in the morning; at that 
time there are fewer bees at home than 
atany other, and you can find them 
quicker. 

At this time of vear the safest way ta 
this: ‘Find the 
old queen,. destroy or save her, just 
whichever you wish, then place the new 
queen in a cage and place the cage on | 
top of the frames and let it remain 
there for seventy-two hours: then open 
the hive, cut out what queen cells the 
bees have started, if they have started 
any. and you are ready to liberdte your 
queen. Give the bees a good smoking 
and she will be introduced all right. 

August is generally the big month for 
the Nebraska bee-keeper, both for 
swarms and for honey.

Judge Wallace’s Utterance From 
the Bench. 

The address of Judge Wallace of San 
Francisco, on’ the occasion of dismissing 
the late unfortunate grand jury, is as 
much out of precedent as was his method 
of summoning the jury. It is not usual 
for.a judge of a Superior Court to talk 
back when overruled by the Supreme 
Court, not even to the extent of defend- 
ing hisownacts. But Judge Wallace 
has done more. He not onty attempts 
to justify his course, but he attacks the 
ruling of the Supreme Court in a way 
that fairly makes the fur fly. Judge 
Wallace's address is a bold and a strong 
utterance and, in several of its posi- 


‘| tions, the logic seems to be irresistible. 


In some countries it would cost a magis- 
trate his position and perhaps his life, 
his fortune or his liberty, to thus criti- 
cise a tribunal of superior jurisdiction. 
But in America we have a’way of our 
own about such matters, and Judge Wal- 
lace has gone the full length of the 
He stops short of 
contempt. 

Judge Wallace’s address, made nomi- 
nally to the jury before him, but, in re- 
ality to the people of California, has 
First, to jus- 
tify his method of completing the grand 
jury, and, secondly, to traverse the 
ruling of the Supreme Court and shew 
its inconsistency and bad logic. In the 
latter it strikes us he succeeds admira- 
bly. Inf the former his argument is 
open to the charge of special pleading 


‘in some respects, but in the main it is 


forcible. Briefly, stating Judge Wal- 
lace’s defense of his own course, he 
holds— 

That the Political Code, the Code of 
Civil Procedure and the Penal Code 
each stands upon its own merits and 
each is supreme with reference to those 
matters of which it specifically treats. 

The Code of Civil Procedure (section 
4) expressly provides that it (the Code 
‘of Civil Procedure) ‘‘establishes the 
law of this State.respecting the subjects 
to which it refers.” 

The ninth article of the Code of Civil 
Procedur@*is exclusively devoted to 
the subject of impaneling grand juries. 
Judge Wallace holds, ‘‘consid- 
ered by the light of the fourth section 
of the same code just cited, proves, if 
language can prove anything, that it is 
that code, and that code alone, which 
is to be taken as establishing the law of 
impaneling grand juries. The Civil 
Code admittedly contains no reference 


ical Code, as will be presently shown; 
but in order to formulate a plan of im- 
paneling grand juries which should be 
complete initself, in addition to the 
provisions prescribed by itself in its 
ninth chapter, the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure expressly incorporates and 
adopts, and for this purpose reénacts, 
the provisions found in the Penal Code 
on the same subject—thus: . ‘There- 
after such proceedings shall be had in 
impaneling a grand jury as are pre- 
scribed in part 2 of the Penal Code;’ 
(Code of Civil Procedure, section 2438, 
supra.”’) 

Having thus brought the law to a 
focus, so to speak, Judge Wallace quotes 
it: 

« The statute (Code of Civil Procedure, sec.

DEATH OF A PROMINENT IOWAN. 

Edward Russeli, one of the best-known 
menin the State of Iowa and a brother of 
Josiah Russell and Mrs. R. E. Burnham of 
Pasadena, died quite suddenly a few days 
«go of pneumonia at Minneapolis, where he 
had resided the past few years. Heis sur- 
vived by a wife and four children, three 
daughters and a son, the latter being the 
political editor of the New York Herald. 
‘he deceased was known to many people in 
this section, as the following communica- 
tion shows: 

“Col. H. G. Otis: Intelligence is received 
of the death at Minneapolis of Ed Russell, 
who, frem 1856 and some years after the 
closeof the war, was editor of the Daven- 
port (lowa) Gazette and twenty years post- 
masterof Davenport.. There are men of 


’ prominence in Los Angeles who worked 


under him when he was a power in Iowa 
politics and was in national council with 
Greeley. Wilson and war leaders of the Re- 
publican party. When Rhet.Clarkson swung 
the Republican party of Iowa in favor of 
constitutional prohibition Ed Russell op- 
posed the measure, and being also opposed 
to ultra prohibition, his paper suffered and 
was finally apsorbed by the Davenport 
Democrat. Always acting on conviction, 
he bravely took the results and endeavored 
to make a home for his faimily in another 
sphere, but the vigorous climate of Minne. 
sota ‘took him off. Those whom these 
lines are written for will remember the 
soldiers’ friend, the indomitable worker, 
the champion of every noble cause.

The Coldest Snap the Valley Has Ex 
perienced for Years, 


But Little Damage Reported to the Fruit 
Crop—Rain Very Badly Needed— 
General News Notes and 
Personals.

Pomonais experiencing the coldest snap 
for this season of the year that she has had 
in many years. On Christmas morning the 
thermometer marked anywhere from 30° 
to 23° in different localities and one or two 
lemons were found with some frost inside. 
Yesterday morning one observer reports 
the thermometer to have fallen to 20°, and 
several growers found some ice on their 
oranges. But there is little need for 
alarm, as only the fruit bruised and pricked 
by. the windstorm has been injured, and 
that but slightly. The low stage of the 
thermometer is but of a few minutes, dura- 
tion just before sunrise, and the freezing 
of the fruit requires several hours of this 
severe cold to affect it. Solong asthe cell 
walls of the fruit remain unbroken there 
will be noinjury to ‘it, and none has yet 
been found that weré thus broken. 

_ The wind having stripped many of the 
leaves off the trees on the north side the 
fruit is here more exposed to the cold and 
more liable to injury. But not enough 
damage has vet been done to cause any un. 
easiness or unnecessary alarm, though 
some entertain fears as to the result if rain 
does not come soon.

SOUTH RIVERSIDE. 


There is every prospect that South River. 
side will see very lively times this winter in 
the way of building and developing the 
country. There have been in the neighbor- 
hood of seventy-five new houses built in the 
past half year, and many. new ones are pro- 
jected. 

The Land and Water Company is mak- 
ing extensive preparations for a lively 
winter and spring work, and are now ad. 
vertising for bids for the building of a new 
pipe line, which will be higher up on the 
mesa than the present line, and will put 
some 2000 acres of excellent orange and 
lemon land on the market. The pipe line, 
which will be known as pipe line No. 2, will 
be nine miles long and constructed out of. 
11,000 feet of 28-inch %grade pipe, 7000 
feet of 24-inch grage pipe and 13.500 feet 
of 24-inch premerh pipe, which will be 
used .in crossing canons, washouts, etc. 
There will be no flumes on this lne, and 
only about eight hundred feet of tunnel to 
construct. It is expected that the contract 
will be let within the next ten days and 
work commenced almost immediately after 
the contract is awarded, as it is desirable 
that the line be constructed as soon as pos- 
sible. 

The work at the tin mines, which are 
only some six or seven miles from South 
Riverside, has been pushed vigorously dur- 
ing the past six months. Everything 1s 
running smoothly, and large quantities of 
tin are being taken out and hauled to South 
Riverside for shipment. The mines are in 
good hands now, and the management, 
Messrs. Harris and Stephens, are doing all 
they can to make the mines a profitable 
investment for the owners. Over 100 men 
are constantly employed and more will be. 
added as soon as there is room in the mines 
for them to work. All their supplies are 
hauled from South Riverside, which gives 
constant employment to a number of men 
and teams.

HOW IT TO KILL A MAN. 


A Conscientious Seldier's Description of 
the Horrors of 2 Battle. 

They do not call it murder when men 
meet toslaughtereach other in battle. They 
simply report so many dead, wounded and 
missing. When you fire into the smoke 
concealing the other battle line, you fire in 
the hopes to ki or wound. I[t is your 
duty. Battles cannot be won without kill- 
ing, and the resuit of batties changes the 
whole system of governments. You load 
and fire~load and fire—move to the right 
or left, advance or retreat, and when the 
battle is over you. may have fired fifty 
rounds, and yet you have not had a near 
sight of the enemy. You have simply fired 
at him, and you cannot vouch that a 
single one of your bullets has found a liv- 
ing target. 

Here is a brigade of us in battle line 
across an old meadow; our right and left 
join other brigades. We have thrown down 
the rail fence, gathered logs and brush and 
sods, and erected a breastwork. It is only 
a slight one, but enough to shelter us 
while lying down. A division of the enemy 
breaks cover half a mile away and comes 
marching down upon us. The field pieces 
behind us open on their solid columns, but 
they are not checked. Under the smoke 
we can see the work of the shells, but they 
cannot halt that massof men. The grape 
and cannister does awful execution, but 
there should be a dozen guns behind us in- 
stead of six. | 

They are going tocharge us. The guns 
cannot prevent that. Ordcrs runalong the 
line, and we are waiting until every bullet,

I know the word 
is coming in a few seconds more; and |] 
aim at his chest. : 

I could almost be sure of hitting him 
with a stone when we get the word to fire. 
There is a billow of flame—a billow of 
smoke—a fierce crash, and 4,000 bullets are 
fired into that compact mass of advancing 
men. Not one volley alone, though that 
worked horrible destruction, but another 
and another, until there was no longer a 
living man to fire at. ve 

The smoke drifts slowly away—men 
cheer and yeli—we can see the meadow Lg- 
fore us heaped with dead and dying men. 
We advance our line. As we go forward I 
look for my victim. He is lying on his. 
back, eyes half shut and fingers clutching 
atthe grass. He gasps, draws up his legs’ 
and straightens them out again, and is 
dead as I pass on. I have killed my man! 

My bullet alone struck him, tearing that 
ghastly wound io his breast, and I am en- 
titled to all the honor. Do I swing my cap 
and cheer?

I feel no elation. I feel that I murdered 
him, war or ro war, and that his agonized 
face will haunt me through all the years 
of my life.—Detroit Free Press.

FOSTER’S FORECASTS. 


A Squally Outlook for the Latter Part 
| of January. 


Some of the Worst Storms of Recent Years 
Predicted for the Western States— 
Review of Various 
Systems.

storm waves, one to cross the continent 
from the 2istto 25th,’ and the other 
from 27th to 3ist. 

We now. come to deal with January 
weather. The most interesting weather 
events of the month will occur after the 
15th, when some of the worst winter 
storms of recent years will occur. The 
last days of January will not soon be 
forgotten by those who live in the 
western part of the great valleys, for a 
notable blizzard will visit that section 
not far from the 28th. 

_The first part of January promises 
average weather. A storm wave will 
be due to reach our Pacific Coast about 
January 1. It will cross the Rocky 
Mountains about the 2d, the great 
central valleys from 8d to 5th, and 
reach the Atlantic Coast about the 6th. 

This storm will become very fierce 
east of the Alleghenies about the 6th, 
and the gales on the lakes and the At- 
lantic will become very dangerous to 
shipping. 

It will probably take a northern 
route, Causing quite warm weather in 
all the Southern States during its jour- 
ney across the continent, and the cold 
wave following it will not be severe in 
the western part of the great valleys, 
but in Canada and on the great lakes 
the cold wave will be quite severe. 

The cold wave following the storm 
will cross the Rockies’ about the 8d or 
4th, the great vaileys about the 5th or 
6th, and on the 6th will reach the great 
northern:lakes, causing at least a light 
blizzard. 
continue at considerable force as it 
moves onto the Atlantic on the 7th, fol- 
lowing the path of the blow. 

The Southern States will get some 
rain from this storm, but the disturb- 
ance will not greatly affect that section 
and the precipitation will incline to- 
ward high elevations, © 

WEATHER PROPHETS. 

The world persistsin calling them 
‘‘weather prophets,’’ and Ido not care 
if it does. The term is a misnomer, for 
there is no prophecy about foretelling 
the weather. ° Wnen the foretelling of 
events is based ,upon known facts it 
ceases to be prophecy and becomes a 
scientific or mathematical calculation. 
Prophecy comes by revelation from the 
supreme power, forecasts of the weather 
by calculating and reasoning from cause 
to effect. True prophecy camnot err, 
because the supreme power cannot err 
and'without a revelation from the su- 
premethere can be no prophecy. But 
forecasts of the weather always contain 
more or less errors, and the weather 
prophet who gives the most details in 
forecasting the weather and makes the 
least number of mistakes only demon- 
strates that he reasons from the right 
cause to the right effect and proves his 
skill as a mathematician. 

These statements of facts prove that 
Profs. Tice, Mansill, Blake, Hicks, Lil- 
lingston, Smith, Cather and others are 
not weather prophets, but meteorolo- 
gists. entitled to the pretix ‘‘professor,”’ 
because they are teaching a branch of 
learning, this being one of the defini- 
tions given by Webster. 

The two appellations, ‘‘prophet’’ and 
‘‘professor,’’ do not belong together. 
No one ever heard of a prophet being 
called. ‘‘professor.’”’ But the term 
‘‘weather prophet’? appears to have 
come to stay, and, therefore, we may 
accept it under protest. I want to talk 
about weather prophets. 

Prof. Tice of St. Louis was the 
original @iscoverer of that upon which 
electrical meteorology is founded. He 
&ombatted the heat theory of force and 
declared that electricity is the motive 
power of the universe. He discovered 
the periods of four principal storm 


inner mercurial planet called Vulcam 
He was right as tothe principal storm 
wave periods, bat his theory about 
Vulcan is a very doubtful one. 

Prof. Tice in his new system of mete- 
orology gave to each planet four points 
in its revolution around the sun, at 
which it caused general electrical dis- 
turbances throughout the solar system, 
In this case he was mistaken as to all 
the planets except Uranus, Saturn, Jupi- 
ter and Earth. He was certainly in er- 
ror as to Mars, Venus, Mercury, and 
perhaps Vulcan. He also believed that 
the four points around the sun called 
heliocentric longitude 80, 170, 260 
and 350 were the fixed disturbing 
points for all the planets, and this was 
a very seyious error, because this is not 
in accord with astronomical events. 

The effects of the moon on our 
weather was entirely unknown to Prof. 
Tice. He seems never to have applied 
his theory of planetary influences tothe 
moon, perhaps because that orb rotates 
so slowly on its axis, always keeping 
the same side to the earth. He made 
no effort in his general forecasts to lo- 
cate the storm centers, but gave the 
dates on which he supposed the planet- 
ary equinoxes would effect the weather 
of the whole earth. ea 

Prof. Tice discovered the relations of 
thetransitory highand low barometers 
to each other and to the weather, and 
the United States weather bureau ap- 
propriated his discovery without giving 
him credit for it. 

Of all the meteorologists now dead 
Prof. Tice deserves to be recognized as 
the greatest, for he pointed out the es- 
tablishment of the only true system of 
meteorology. | 

Prof. Mansill of Rock Island, Ill., was 
the first, perhaps, tolaydow a system 
of meteorology based on planetary in- 


in his system he only deals with the 
minor and less important influences of 
the planets. He recognizes the influ- 


by conjunctions, perihelions and peri- 


electrical disturbances, but does not 
recognize the infinences of equiroxes. 
This clearly shows the difference be- 
tween the Mansill and the Tice sys- 
tems. They were cach based upon two 
distinct electrical theories, the princi- 
pal idea of one being the equinoxes and 
the other conjunctions,

These are the four systems of metcor- 
ology. Smith of Canada follows Man- 
sill and also includes the conduct of 
animals and _ recurring periods of 
weather changes as taught by Vennor. 
Prof. Hicks of St. Louis follows Prof. 
Tice and has not improved on his old 
methods. Hicks also uses the Her- 
schell theory of the effect of the moon 
changes on the weather. Prof. Lilling- 
ston follows Tice. 

I have carefully studied all these 
theories. have tested them by the rec- 
ords of the Washington Weather Bureau, 
and find some truth in each of the four 
systems. 
Profs. Tice, Mansill, Blake and Cather’s 
systems that stand the tests of the rec- 
ords and, with what I have been abie to 
‘discover, have formed the electric sys- 
tem of meteorology. I include nothing

It was'in the Arctic regions, not far 
from -Burk’s Great Fish River, when, 
conducting a homeward sledge journey 
to Hudson’s Bay, in the depth of an 
Arctic winter, that the intense cold set 
in just before Christmas, the thermom- 
eter sinking doewi to 65° and 68° 
below zero, and never getting above 60 
below. We were having a very hard 
time with our sledging along the river, 
our camps at night almost in sight of 
those we had left-in the morning, so 
close were they together and so slowly 
did we laboralong. Reindeeron which 
we were relying for our daily supply of 
food were not found near the river, but, 
some being seen some ten or fifteen 
miles back from it, I determined to 
leave. the river and strike straight 


or four days, and as we ascended the 
higher levels the thermometer com- 
menced lowering and on the 3d of Jan- 
uary reached 71° below zero, the cold-

est we experienced in our sledge jour- 
ney of nearly a yearin length and the 
coldest, I believe. ever encountered by 


white men traveling out of doors; for 


that day we moved our camp fully 
twelve miles. The day was not at all 
unpleasant either. I must say, until 
along toward night, when a slight 
breeze sprang up. It was the merest 


our backs to it as much as possible and 
especially after we had reached camp 
and were at work making our snow- 
houses and digging through the thick 
ice for water. After all it is not 
so much the _ intensity of the 
cold as expressed in degrees .on the 
thermometer that determines the un- 
pleasantness of an Arctic winter as is 
the force and direction of the wind, for 
I have found it far pleasanter with the 
thermometer at even 70° below 
zero, with little or no wind blowing, 
than to tace a rather stiff breeze when 


was round and turned over every day, 
without the polar bears sliding off the 
slippery icebergs when it was upside 
down, simply because the white man 
had told them so, but nothing would per- 
suade them that when they felt 
fectly comfortable and warm loading 
the sledge it was colder than when their 
arms and legs were frozen and their 
noses ‘‘nipped’’ by the frost.\ I tried to 
explain to them the effect of the wind, 
but they said they had known the wind 
to blow them off their feet in summer 
and not freeze them~a particle. They 
said they knew it seemed colder -when 
the wind blew, but that was because it 
actually was colder, and here they 
stood firm in the belief that we were 
wrong. When the thermometer was 
at 71° below the cloudless sky in the 
vicinity of the sun hanging low in 
the southern horizon assumed a dull 
leaden hue, tinged with a brownish 
red, looking’something like the skies of 
cheap chromo-lithpgraphs. At night 
the stars glitter like diamonds and 
fairly seem on firé with their unusual 


an astonishing cracking noise, and the 
ice that was so clear you felt timid’ 
about putting your foot on it turns in- 
stantly as white us marble. Many 
Eskimo children amuse themselves try- 
ing this simple experiment, and the 
white spots onthe clear ice give it a 
moss-mottled look. The iced runners 
dragging over the fine, gritty snows 
give forth a clear, musical ring that can 
be heard many miles’in the still cold of 
the Arctic. Sometimes when breathing 
this extremely cold air my tongue would 
feel as if it were freezing in my mouth, 
but I could readily cure this byobreath- 
ing through my nose for a few minutes. 
You will naturally ask, not breathe 
through the nostrils all the time?’’

NOTES. 
Roast Turkey.—Clean carefully an 
wipe dry. Stuff with soft bread or 
cracker crumbs highly seasoned with 
sage. thyme, salt and pepper; moisten 
the stufling with halfa cup of melted 
butter and hot water enough to make it 
quite moist. Add one beaten egg. 
Some use salt pork chopped fine, but 
stuffing is more wholesome without it. 
Oysters, chestnuts, chopped celery, 
stoned raisins or,dates make a pleasing 
Truss the turkey and put it on 
a rack ina pan, rub well with butter 
and dredge with salt, pepper and flour. 
Put in a hot oven and when the flour is 
browned reduce the heat and add a pint 
of water. Baste with butter until nicely 
browned..then with the fat in the pan. 
Baste often and dredge with salt and 
flour after every basting. Allow three 
hours tor an eight-pound turkey. Cook 
till the legs will separate from the body. 
Garnish the turkey with parsley or cel- 
ery leaves and sausages or force-meat 
balls. Serve crai%berry sauce or cur- 
rant jelly with roast turkey.—[From 
Mrs. Lincoln's ‘‘Boston Cook-Book.”’

Take the meat while it is hot, put it in 
apanand cutit fine with a knife and 
fork, removing gristle and most of the 


Sage. if you wish, and a small lump of 
butter, if it is plenty. Moisten with 
some of the meat liquor, stir well to- 
gether aud put in a granite or earthen 
dish with a lid or plate fitting on top of 
the meat, and a flatiron for a weight. 
Slice when cold. Use the rest of the 
meat liquor for soup for nextday. The 
meat is very nice for lunches or supper. 
Hum Patties.—Have ready some shells 
made like pie-crust and baked in patty- 
pans or gem-pans. I make these shelis 
and keep on hand to use for patties or 
tarts; by warming in the oven b-fore 
using they are fresh and nice. 

Take scraps of cold boiled ham, mixa 
little fried with it, if you have it left 
over, add pepper and salt to taste, 
cover with cold water and let come toa 
boil, then stir in thickening. Fill pat- 
ties and serve hot. A iittle onion 
cooked with it is good if you like the 
onion flavor. 

Oyster Putties.—Take a can of oysters, | 
seasun, and, when boiling. thicken and 
fill patties with this. Very nice for un- 
expected company. 

Bucon or Hum Fritiers.—Take either 
ham or bacon, parboil it, and cut it in 
fine bits. Make a batter with flour, 
salt, one egg, one teaspoon baking pow- 
der and enough water to make a rather 
stiff batter. Stir, your meat into this 
thoroughly, have some hot grease in 
your frving-nan. and drop the batter in 
in spoors. Flatten them out slightly, 
so they will cook quickly; brown both 
sides and serve hot. These are nice 
for breakfast. Or, for a change, 
make the batter, dip the par- 
Vs slices Of Meat in it, covering 
both sides well, and fry as before.

Farm Work Everywhere Retarded for 
Lack of Rain—slight Frosts Re- 
ported in Some Sections, But 
No Damage. 


Following is the weather crop bulle- 
tin issued by the United States Weather 
Bureau and Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, for the week ending Decem- 
ber 25: - : 

Hueneme (S. L. Mack)—The weather con- 
tinues dry, with heavy west winds. 

Lancaster, Antelope Valley (James P. 
Ward)—The weather for the past week was 
blustering and cold. The hills onthe north 
‘and west sides of the valley™are covered 
with snow, and from the amount which ap- 
pears to have fallenoithe mountains the 
streams will be well filled next stason. It 
showered on the 1.'th and 23d in most 
‘parts of the valley, with considerable rain 
in the western extremity. 

The Palms (W. D. Curtis)—The weather 
continues cold and windy. with the temper. 
ature below the average, which is injurious 
to feedin asturage and sprouting grain. 

West Vernon (S. McKinley)—The weather 
has been very dry and cooi during the past 
week. Thursday night and Friday morn- 
ing were unusually cool, but no damage to 
fruit or trees resulted. The hie gar- 
dehs. promise a good yield and the citrus 
fruits will soon be on the. market. 

Verdugo (J. C. Sherer)—The continued 
cool and dry weather is retarding all farm 
work. Oranges are ripening rapidly, but 
the fruit is smaller than last year. 

Los Angeles city, United States Weather 
Bureau (George EK. Fraaklin)—A light rain 
fell during the nightof the 19th and 20th, 
with northerly winds and temperature 
ranging below the normal. The highest 
temperature recorded during the week was 
66° and the least 32°, which were 13° and 
4° respectively less than the normal. The 
supp.y of peas, Lomatoes and. strawberries 
was deiicient in the local markets on ac- 
count of the cool weather.
